W AsHINGTON, May 28.—President Cleveland 
will be married at the white house on Wednes- 
day evening, June 2d, to Miss F ranges Folsom, 
The recent death of a relative of Miss *v)som 
bas changed the original plans for the w. '- 
ing and invitations will now be limited fo « 
few of the near relatives and members «: the 
cabinet and their wives. Rev. Dr. Sunder- 
Jand, of the First Presbyterian church, of 
Washington, will officiate. The ceremony 
will be followed by a collation and the wed- 
ding in all of its details will be plain and un- 
ostentatious. Miss Folsom arrived at New York 
from Europe last night onthe Antwerp steam- 
er Noordland. She was met on the steamer 
at the quarantine station by Colonel -Dan 
Lamont with a revenue cutter and landed at 
one of the up town piers on the North river. 
Her coming by an Antwerp steamer was so 
little regarded as within possibilities that only 
two of the New York morning papers and not 
any of the telegraphic reporters had the news. 
The reporters generally were watching Brit- 
ish steamship liners. | 

MORE ABOUT THE WEDDING. 

WASHINGTON, May 28-—([Special.]|—The 
long agonyis over. At last the public is in 
possession of the great secret. The president 
is to be married next Wednesday. Washing- 
ton bicathes easier tonight, both because all 
mystery is at last cleared away from this ab- 
sorbing topic, and because the happy eveut is 
to occur here instead of at the home of the Fol- 
som's, as has hitherto been reported. Presi- 
dent Cleveland, accompanied by Miss Cleve- 
land, will go over to New York Sunday 
night. On Monday he will attend the 
decoration day exercises. Tuesday morning 
the presidential party will leave on an early 
train for Washington. Miss Folsom, her 
mother and several other relatives will come 
to Washington on the same train. The Fol- 
soms will be the guests of Secretary Whitney 
until the wedding, which will occur ats 
o’clock Wednesday evening,at the white house. 
Only a few friends and relatives, the members 
of the cabinet and their families will be pres- 
ent at the ceremony. 

After the marriage there will be a reception 
to congress, the diplomatic corps, army and 
navy oflicers and invited guests. The date 
Originally set was June 16th, but it was moved 
up two weeks on account of the incessant gos- 
sip and the variety of comments which is said 
to have been very annoying to both parties. 
This will be the first wedding ever had in the 
white house. Itis thought perfectly proper 
that Miss Folsom should be married there as 
Pir. Cleveland is her guardian as well as the 
groom elect.

The Senate Discusses the Northern Pacilic 
Bill--Adjournment Until Tuesday, 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—In the senate the 
resolution to inquire into the appointment of 
Tndian traders was debated some time and re- 
ferred to the Indian committee. 

The Northern Pacific tand forfeiture bill 
was then discussed until 2 o’clock, at which 
hour Mr. VanWyck’s bill for taxation of railroad 
jands was placed before the senate and under 
the plea of discussing this bill, the debate on 
the Northern Pacific forfeiture was continued 
by Messrs. Edmunds, VanWyck, Dolph, 
Mitchell, of Oregon, Plumb, Vest and others. 
A reference of Mr. VanWyck to the proceed- 
ings of the house of representatives brought 
the inquiry from Mr. Butler as to whether such 
reference was in order. 

The presiding officer (Mr, Hawley) replied 
that so little that was before the senate had 
been referred to in the debate that the chair 
had not thought it worth while to call atten- 
tion to any particular point as being out of 
order. The bill before the senate, he said, 
re been referred to for an hour.

THE OLEOMARGARINE TAX. 


The House Spends Another Day on the 
Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—On motion of Mr. 
Morrison, of Lllinois, it was ordered that when 
the house adjourned tomorrow it be to meet 
on Tuesday next.

Private business having been dispensed with 
the house went into committee of the whole, 
Springer in the chair, on the oleomargarine 
bill, the pending amendment being that offer- 
ed by Mr. Danie}, of Virginia, reducing special 
iax on retail dealers from $48 to $25. 

In the course of another protracted and 
stubborn debate, the Daniels amendment was 
a eg along with numerous others, while 
still others were unceremoniously ruled out 
on points of order. 

An amendment was adopted allowing retail 
dealers in Oleomargarine to pack the compound 
in paper packages. 

Mr. Everhart, of Pennsylvania, rose to speak 
against the bill and members remembering 
the sensation caused by his speech in opposi- 
tion tothe river and harbor bill clustered 
around him and frequently interrupted 
him with laughter and applause. He asserted 
the constitutionality of the measure; and then 
inveighed against the manufacture of oleomar- 
garine, which threatened with destruction the 
time honored business of butter making. This 
olecmargarine was composed of the slag of the 
butchershop, kitchen and alley, neutralized, 
compounded and prepared, soas to resemble 
the taste, form and color of butter. It looked 
asif its origin was associated with springs, 
and cows, and pasture, and all the charm of 
the country. It was an imposition, made 
solely to be given to the poor man to roll un- 
der his tongue like a sweet morsel of sin. 
Though it be as pure as an icicle on Diana’s 
temple, or as wholesome as the bread of angels 
it was still a counterfeit pretending to be 
genuine. 

Snecessive amendments reducing the tax 
to five cents and one cent per pound were re- 
jected, 

Townshend moved to make the tax two 
cents. 

Mr. Butterworth supported Mr. Townshend’s 
amendment. It had been said by the advo- 
cates of the bill that all they desired was such 
law as would place the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine separate-and apart from that of 
butter, to compel a man who manufactured 
it to stamp it for what it 
was. The tax of two cents would 
bring about that result. He warned the gen- 
tlem of the house, that if the

AN AMERICAN COLONY IN BRAZIL. 


Consul-General Armstrong Taiks About the 
Southervers who Fled. 
WASHINGTON, May 238.—General H. Clay 
Aimstrong, consul general to Brazil, is in 
the city. He gave an interesting account of 


the condition of the colony of southerners’ 


who went to Brazil just after the war and who 
have been a sort of lost tribe ever since. 

“These people,’ said General Armstrong, 
believed that the south could not.reéover from 
the effects of the war, and that the people who 
participated in the war would never be recog- 
nized in the reconstructed union. They ac- 
cordingly gathered together their household 
goods and departed. I found them 
situated 400 miles from Rio Janeiro 
in the. back country. They have a tract about 
fifteen miles square. Colonel W. H. Norris, 
who was quite a prominert man in Alabama 
and who was atonetime a member of the 
general assembly, is one of the leading men of 
the colony. I also met Dr. C. C. Crisp, a very 
accomplished man from Tennessee. There 
are now about five hundred people all told in 
the colony.” 

“Do they hold slayes?’’ 

“Some of them do. I advised them to get 
rid of their slaves,however,and told them that 
even in Brazil slavery will soon pass away. 
I explained how the United States had ad- 
vanced since the war, and they were very 
much astonished when I told them that I 
would fight before I would permit slavery to 
be again established in my own state.” 

“What are these people mostly engaged in ?”’ 

“They are making a good deal of money 
raising watermelons. These are very large 
and exceedingly geod. The Brazilians had 
never raised any, but they buy them readily 
and are very fond of them. ‘The native popu- 
lation does little except raise coffee. The 
Americans are engaged also in the production 
of cotton, and this finds a ready market, as 
the mills that have been started in the em- 
pire prefer it to any other. They are in a 
general way quite prosperous, but they need 
schools. I shall take back some school teach- 
ers with me if possibie.”’ 

“Does the younger generation speak good 
Engiish ?” 

“Well, it is getting rather inferior and some- 
what mixed. The oldermembers ofthe col- 
cny take some papers from the United States, 
and I found that they had kept a general run 
of what was going on here. They seem to be 
proud that they are Americans, and only in 
one or two instances have they become natur- 
alized subjects of the Brazilian empire.” 

‘Has the Brazilian empire yet large tracts 
of uninhabited lands?’ 

‘Millions of acres, with nothing but mon- 
keys and parrots upon them. At the request 
of the minister of public lands I shall furnish 
them our plan of conducting the public land 
business.” 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


The Committee on Labor—Senatorial Con- 
firmations Made Public. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—At a meeting of the 
house committee on labor today, Mr. Daniels, 
of Virginia, was instructed atthe first call of 
the committee to make a motion to set aside 
June 10 for the consideration of a substitute 
for the Blair educational bill reported by the 
committee. 

The bill agreed upon by the house commit- 
teo on labor, providing for the incorporation 
of trades unions, is the work of Congressman 
O’Neill. The measure is asked for in the plat- 
form of the Knights of Labor and by the fed- 
eration of trades unions. An identical bill is 
upon the senate calendar awaiting action. 

A large number of senatorial confirmations 
of appointments to minor offices were made 
public today. Among them is that of Hughes 
East, of Indiana, to be register of the land 
ollice at Yankton, Dakota. East was Vice- 
President Hendrick’s secretary in the last 
presidential campaign. 

The president sent to the senate today five 
additional vetoes of private pension bills, 
The reason stated in each veto is that the dis- 
ability described arose from causes wholly 
apartirom military service, in some cases, 
long before the war and others long after- 
wards. 


THE VIRGINIA ELECTIONS. 


Result of the Contests in Richmond, Peters- 
burg and Other Places. 


RICHMOND. Va., May 28.—The election in 
this city yesterday has resulted in the over- 
whelming defeat of the regular democratic 
nominees, Lee, democrat, for city sergeant, 
was @cfeated by Smith, independent, by a 
majority of over 2,600. The board of alder- 
men stands nine democrats and nine inde- 
pendents; the common council nine democrats 
and twenty-one independents; making an in- 
dependent majority of twelve on joint ballot. 
Tke election was a crushing blow to the 
democracy, and will result in a pretty general 
change in numerous offices. in the city, in- 


cluding the heads of several important de-, 


partments. In Petersburg all the general 
officers on the citizens’ or anti-republican 
ticket were elected. 

WINCHESTER, Va., May 28.—This city elected 
yesterday a republican treasurer and sergeant, 
and democratic clerk of court, The city 
council stands seven democrats, four republi- 
caps and onetie. ‘Returns not yet canvassed 
elect F. A. Grachen, ropublican, mayor by one 
majority. The-new water works proposition

FLOUR MILLS COLLAPSE. 


A Large Amount of Grain and Machinery 
Destroyed, 

GRAND Rapips, Mich., May 28.—Last even- 
ing the entire interior of the Valley City mills 
collapsed under weight of machinery and 
grain. Every floor with contents fell into 
the celler, and as a tail race ran beneath the 
mil], the water washed all the grain into 
Grand river, The walls of the building re- 
mained standing and showing every outward 
evidence of the wreck within. Over 20,000 
busheis of wheat and manufactured product of 
as much more, together with new and costly 
machinery, were lost, aggregating in value 
between $75,000 and $100,000.

DELIBERATIONS OF THE GENERAL 
CONVENTION AT CLEVELAND. 


The Membership of the Executive Board Increased— 
Terms of the Treaty Between the Trades- 
Unions and the Enights of Labor—Eight 
Hours Sessions per Day, Btc., Etc. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 28—The chief subject 
discussed by the Knights of Labor and mem- 
bers of trades-unions in the hotel lobbies and 
on the streets during the past few days has 
been the treaty that was prepared at the Phila- 
delphia conference of trades-union officers last 
week for presentation to the general assembly 
of the Knights of Labor. The address and 
terms of the treaty have never before been 
made public. 

At the convention today the executive 
board of the Knights of Labor presented its 
report, embodying the address of the trades- 
unions and the terms on which they wish to 
settle the existing troubles. The address is 
as follows: 

The officers of the National and International 
trades-unions desire to make a statement that they 
have no antagonism toward the Knights of Labor, 
and believe that as an order it has a legitimate 
mission in the labor movement of America. 
Through the development of industry and the 
aggregation of Capital the tendency is to monope- 
lize the business of the country, Hence the ya- 
rious trades have been affected by the introdue- 
tion of machinery, the sub-division of labor, the 
use of woman and child’s labor, and the lack of 
an apprentice system, so that skilled trades were 
rapidly sinking tothe level of pauper labor. To 
protect the skilled labor of America from 
being reduced to  beggary, and to = Ssus- 
tain the standard of American workmanship and 
skill, the trades unions of America have been es- 
tablished, ‘They are a social necessity, and their 
— history proves not only have they been of 

enefit in raising the wages of workmen, and re- 
ducing the burdens of toil, but they have fulfilled 
the fraternal duty of visiting their members when 
unemployed, when sick, and when disabled by ac- 
cident and old age, and provided for the widows 
and orphans of their Geceased brethren. Conse- 
quently the trades unions-has become -a fixed and 
permanent institution in America, not 
antagonistic to the wellfare of the country, 
but calculated to elevate all breaches of labor to 
a higher degree of citizenship and a larger share 
of social comfort. For this principle the thought- 
ful and far-seeing men ofthe various crafts have 
founded unions of their respective trades and to 
maintain their trades-unions the members have 
sacrificed countless time and money and where at 
first many predicted their complete failure, time 
has not only proven their usefulness, but has dem- 
onstrated, that they are destined to fulfil a higher 


mission and _ their progress in the 
exact proportion to the intellectual 
development of their members. When 


they are founded on such grounds there need be 
no aracf their destrocman: nor need there be 
any antagonism between them and the Knights 
of Labor. Of late our greatest fears have not been 
that the Knights of Labor wouid dcestroy trades- 
unions, but that the capitalists of the country 
would use everygopportunity to pit one form of 
organization against anotherand in the conflict 
destroy both. Withinthe past year the national 
and international trades-upions have grown with 
giant strides. lorexample we will cite a few in- 
stances: The international typographical union 
has gained 9,642 members; the cigar makers inter- 
national union 7,101; the brotherhood of carpen- 
ters and joiners, 15,461; the national bakers 
union, 7,564, the international brick makers, 
and masons, 9,578; the furniture workers, 6,633; 
the ama)gamated iron and steel workers, 8,230; the 
iron molders, 12,400; the granite cutters, 3.622; the 
custom tailors, 2,511; the coal miners, 36,000. Out 
of twenty-two national and international] unions 
represented in the Philadelphia conference, and 
fourteen additional national and international 
unions that indorsed its work, only nine of the 
chief officers are salaried, and their salaries range 


from $12 to $20 per week, the balance of the 
officers devoting themselves to their duties 
without salaries. Trades unions are 


economically managed, and a thorough and most 
rigid accountability is exacted from their officers 
in all financial and business transactions. Asthe 
officers are pledged by the most sacred obligations 
to promote the interests of their respective unions, 
the chief oflicers felt it was their duty to attend 
the Philadelphia conference, and the results of 
that conference are such that for the future there 
are no doubts that the trades unions of America 
will not only grow, but become a more fixed in- 
stitution.’’ 

Thetreaty itself, of course, is the most im- 
portant part ofthe work and is the bone of 
contention, for ifits terms are agreed to by

changes in the management and organization 
to local assemblies. 

The treaty isas follows: 

1. That in any branch of labor having a na- 
tional or international organization, the Knights 
of Labor shall not initiate any person or form any 
assembly of persons following said organized cratt 
or calling without consent of the nearest national 
or international union affected. 

2. That no person shall be admitted to the 
ma, sag of Labor who works for less than the 
regular scale of wages fixed by the union of his 
craft, and none shall be admitted to membershi 
jin unions of labor who have ever been convicte 
of any offense against the union of their trade or 
calling until exonerated by the same. - 

3. That the charter of any Knights of Labor 
assembly of any trade having a national or inter- 
national union, shal! be revoked and the mem- 
bers of the same requested to join a mixed as- 
sembly or form @ local union under the jurisdic- 
tion of their respective national or international 
trades-unions. 

4. That any organizer of the Knights of Labor 
who endeavors to induce trades-unions to disoand 
or tampers with their growth or privileges shall 
have his commission forthwith revoked. 

5. That whenever a strike or lockout of any 
trades unionists is in progress, no assembly or dis- 
trict assembly of Knights of Labor shall interfere 
until settled to the satisfaction of the trades unions 
affected. , 

6. That the Knights of Labor shall not establish 
nor issue any trade mark or label in competition 
with any trade mark or label now issued or that 
may hereafter be issued by any national or inter- 
national trades unicn. tue “ 

The general assembly of Knights of Labor 
settled down to hard work this morning, and 
held two sessions today, business being trans- 
acted onthe eight hour plan, froms& to 12 
o'clock in the morning and 2 to 6 o’clock in 
the afterncon. After the opening prelimina- 
ries the committee on laws presented their re- 
port, the first proposition of which was sub- 
stantially that the executive board of the 
Knights of Labor be increased from five to 
eleven members, or that six assistants be 
appointed to help the present board. Under 
the constitution no more than five members 
are permitted and the scheme of having 
assistants is for the purpose mereiy 
of evading the constitution. After an hour's 
discussion the proposition was adopted with- 
outchange. Six new members or assistants 
will be elected by ballot similarly to other off- 
cers, and those elected at the present conven- 
tion will serve during the unexpired year that 
endsin October. It was decided te establish 
permanent headquarters for the executive 
board in Philadelphia, andif deemed neces- 
sary the board may sit throughout the year 
instead of assembling at the call of the master 
workman, 


A resolution. was carried that gave 
the graud master workman au- 
thority to recall the commissions 


of every organizer inthe order. The accom- 
plishment of this work is greatly due to three 
general oOrganizers—Richard Trevelick, of 
Michigan; Bert Denny, of Pittsburg, and Car- 
roliton, of Ohio. Denny is in the convention, 
and the other two have been working outside. 
rhe subject of appointing competent organi- 
zers and means to be taken for their selection, 
was beifig discussed when the noon recess oc- 
curred, 

The convention reassembled at two o’clock 
and continued diseussion on the report of the 
committee of laws. 

Some sections of the report were adopted, 
and others referred back to the committee. 

A committee of three was appointed to re- 
vise the constitution of the order and report 
at the Richmond convention in October. 

A dispatch was read from Joseph L. Riel, 
dated Washington, saying that a man had ei 
peared in that city announcing himself to 
a representative of the <= of Labor, and 
saying that the Knights of Labor were not op- 
to the sale of oleomargarine and butter- 


ton : 

J. G. Carlisle, Washington: Acting under in- 
structions from the gereral assembly of Knights of 
Labor, I desire to state that no person has been 
authorized to speak for this organization, either in 
the affirmative or negative on the question of reg 
ulating §the sale of oleomargarine now pending 
in Congress. Please bring this matter to the atten- 
tion of the proper committee.

The executive board presented its report in 
the matter of controversy between the trades- 
unions and the Knights of Labor and the rest 
of afternoon was spent in hearing statements 
and arguments on the report. 

The convention took recess at six o’clock 
until eight o’clock tomorrow morning, with a 
motion to refer the report to the committee on 
the state of order pending. There are many 
candidates forthe six assistantships on the 
executive board. There were fully 15 delegates 
from new districts who came to the 
convention in hopes of securing seats, but 
who, under the precedent established at the 
special convention held in 1878,were debarred. 
They knew the rule when they came here, but 
hoped to have the precedent put aside. All 
the district assemblies organized in time to 
hand in the usual quarterly report in July, 
will be entitled to representation at the 
Richmond convention in October. 
The new members hoped to have a 
precedent established that would admit 
delegates from district assemblies 
whose reports in April were forwarded to the 
cxecutive board. Among the delegates shut 
out under the rule was Rev. G. S. Meynaddie, 
a Baptist minister of Augusta, Ga. The rev- 
erend gentleman is the master workman of 
local assembly No. 5030. He started the first 
assembly in Georgia and preached and talked 
to his flock until they all joined the order, and 
Augusta now has tour assemblies, No. 5030 
baving 2,200 members. All the organizations 
have been started since January 5th. 
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ANARCHIST GONVICTED. 


Herr Mostand Two Other Wretches Found 
Guilty of Misdemeanor, 

New York, May 28.—Herr Most and his 
two companions, Braunschweig and Schenck, 
were today found guilty of the charge in the 
indictment—misdemeanor... The jury recom- 
mended Schenck to the mercy of the court. 
Sentence will be pronounced next Wednes- 
day. 


Braunschweig and Schenck testified their 
own behalf, but Most did not. But be: 3 the 
case was given to the jury Mostscouns: said 


his client desired to address the jury, which 
he was entitled to doby right. The recorder 
replied that Most had that privelege, but that 
there must be alimit tothisthing. The law- 
yer said that Most would occupy about an 
hour. 

Most then arose and said: 

‘I cannot speak very well English. You have 
heard @ great deal about me. Isnppose that you 
expected a great deal of witnesses for the prose- 
cution and alot of black deyil lies about me. 
But what bas come off? I have seen prosecuting 
officers in Austria and Germany going against me 
and my associates, but they werethe slaves of 
kings and princes. I did not expect that here. 
There was a scheme gotten up and police and press 
was againstme. I knewall about the policemen 
who met in the beer saloon next to Captain Mc- 
Cullagh’s stationhouse, and jsaid ‘we'll get you, 
Most.’ At last they arrested me underabed. I 
stood up in my room, a room I had lived in for two 
months before. They showed you books and othe: 
things they took from my room; butthey did not 
produce a — book with $180 that they took 
from me. suppose they want that.” 

He then spoke of the meeting at which he 
wade an address: Se 

What did I say? I said that the constitution of 
the United States permitted its citizens to carry 
armas. I told about St. Leuis, where men who were 
paid * a 4 by Jay Gould shot down whoever 
Gould said should be shot. A dozen _ men and 
women have been kiltead by them, and I said the 
Willismsburg strikers were quelled by the police, 
who clubbed them and fired at them. About the 
eight-hour movement and the meeting on the 
Ist of May, I didn’t say that men should get 
guns. I said that if they carried guns, instead of 
torchlights, they would be more respected 
didn’t tell them they must shoot. I said the con- 
stitution let them carry arms. It didn’t make any 
difference what kind of arms. Certainly they 
could Carry cannons and of course bombs. But I 
didn’t advise women to throw firebrands in houses 
or tell anybody to throw vitriol out of windows on 
policemen. Mr. Beecher, you all know him, he 
advises people from his pulpit. Sunday after Sun- 
day, to buy riflesand guns to protect themselves. 
Thatisallthe advice I gave. That meeting was 
orderly and not an unlawful assembly. You know 
what they are doing. They are not only putting 
me in prison, but they are doing away with free 
speech, and itis the first step to bring the repuolic 
down toamonarchy. The next will be stopping 
the freedom of the press. Then we willonly want 
an emperor.”’ 

This enced Most’s address. 

- THE CHICAGO BOMB THROWERS. 

CHICAGO, May, 28.—While the indictments 
which were found against the anarchists yes- 
terday and returned into court, were « ''y ten 
in number, apparently much to the dis. :1y of 
the attorneys for defense, they really n ..aber 
sixty as each of the ten is separately indicted 
for the murder of six officers.

THE DEBATEIN COMMONS ON THE 
HOME RULE BILL. 


Arguments by the Friends and Opponents of the Gov- 
ernment Measure forirish Home Rule—The 
Arms Act Passes Its Third Reading— 
Greece and Turkey - Foreign Notes 


Lon pon, May 28.--The house of common 
was crowded thisevening. Mr. ‘iladstone 
replying to a question by Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, conservative, said that the government 
considered it to be its duty, after the second 
reading of the home rule bill, not to ask the 
house to go into committee on the measure, 
but to adopt one of the methods which he (Mr. 
Gladstone) described at the liberal meeting 
yesterday. The government, he said, was in- 
clined to allow the bill to lapse for the present 
session, and to advise the queen to cause an 
early reassembling of parliament, at which the 
home rule bill would be reintroduced. He 
was unable, at that moment, to speak more 
positively. 

Sir Michael, in view ofthe unsatisfactory 
statement of the government, movedan ad- 
journment. He was greeted with cheers by 
the opposition, all the conservatives rising to 
support the motion. 

The speaker, continuing, said that the gov- 
ernment, prior to the introduction of the bill, 
had dwelt upon the necessity of restoring so- 
cial orderin Ireland and. had said that the 
government was of one mind and had an in- 
telligible plan, Was the plan found so un- 
feasible that nobedy would vote forit? If it 
was found feasible, why didthe government 
now propose to withdraw or postpone the bill? 
The biil simply amounted to a continuance in 
office bill. [Cheers. | 

Mr. Gladstone, upon rising to reply, was 
ioudly cheered, He repudiated the sordid 
motives which Sir Michael had imputed tothe 
government, althought he said the general 
confidence of his countrymen in the govern- 
ment rendered such repudiation unnecessary. 
Numerous members of the house who were 
friendly to the principle of the bill asked for 
time to consider the measure, hence the post- 


ponement. The government had raised one 
of the greatest issues ever submitted 
to parliament, and would endeavor 


to keep it clear of a collateral issue. The goy- 
ernment had before ita conflict and was pre- 
pared to go through the struggle to the end. 
'Cheers.| It was perfectly confident as to the 
final issue. [{Cheers.| The government was 
acting in accordance with precedent, It was 
becauge the course which the government had 
taken was the best means of attaining the end 
sought that Sir Michael had moved an adjourn- 
ment. 

Lord Randolph Churchill maintained that 
Mr. Gladstone could not quote a precedent for 
the course-now taken as regards any measure 
of great and overwhelning importance. 

Lord Hartington said he thought the house 
should know whether the government would 
continue with the present bill in the autumn 
session or introduce a new bill at another 
session.

Thomas O’Connor said that the action of 
Lord Hartington and the conservatives show- 
ed thatthe bill was far too much alive for 
them. | Vociferous cheers.] Sir Michael’s mo- 
tion wes part of the scheme of dishonest and 
unscrupulous statements. 

The speaker here ordered Mr, 0’Connor to 
withdraw the latter expression. 

“Certainly,” replied Mr. O Connor, without 
hesitation. 

Sir Michael at this point asked leave to 
withdraw bis motion. The Parnellites, how- 
ever, insisted upon a division, which was or- 
dered, and ‘amid cheers and langhter the 
leaders of the opposition voted with the goy- 
ernment against adjourning. 

The motion was rejected—405 to 1. 

The announcemeut of the result was received 
with renewed laughter and cheers. 

The action of the Parnellites in sisting 
upon a division on Sir Michael’s motion was 
merely intended as a joke. 

Daniel Crilly, nationalist. comprised the 
minority. John Redmond and Thomas Pow- 
ers (Connor acted as tellers.

The debate fon the home rule bill was re- 
eumed, the discussion being confined to minor 
speakers. Subsequently the arms bill passed 
its third reading by a vote of 156 to 65. 

The meetings which were tc have been 
held today by the followers of Chamberlain 
and Hartingtou were postpened until Mon- 
day. 

Joseph Cowen, radical member of parlia- 
ment for Neweastle, publishes a letter in the 
Newcastle Chronicle in which he says the dis- 
sentment, consciously or unconsciously, have 
said good-bye tothe liberal party. The home 
rule question is not settled. Years will be 
spent over this fight. Political animosities 
will grow and fester, leading to a complete re- 
casting of party lines.

GREECE AND TURKEY. 


They Agree to Disarm--Greece and the 
Powers. 


ATHENS, May 28.—Theallied powers have not 
yet withdrawn the bi © against Greece 
and will not withdraw it until notified b 


is here believed unlikely that 

Tricoupis will issue any specific notice to the 
powers of demobilization. He urges that it 
should be sufficient for them that Greece has 
already given evidence of her willingness te 
demobilize, whenever the situation created by 
Turks on the frontier will permit it to be done 
with safety. A deadlock between Greece and 
the powers is thought to be imminent on this 
issue. 

Greece has arranged directly with Turkey 
for disarmament without having resource to 
the powers.

Premier Tricoupis will not officially inform 
the powers of this arrangement with Turkey, 
and as regards the continuance of the block- 
ade, he now declares that the powers can do 
whatever they consider expedient.

A FRENCH DEMONSTRATION. 


Rochefort and Other Radicals at the Funeral 
ofa French Officer. 

Panis, May 23,.--The remains of Colonel 
Herbinger, of the French army of invasion in 
Tonguin, were interred teday with military 
-houcrs. General Bontanger, minister of war, 
was present on behalf of the government, 
Conspicuous among the attendants was Roche- 
fort and a number of more prominent radical 
senators and deputies. Someof the speeches 
delivered over the grave were made with a 
view to create in the public mind hostility to 
the colonial aggrandizement and the effort te 
develop war in China. Colonel Herbinger was 
described as a distinguished victim, and «@ 
soldier whom the republie could ill afford to 
lose. The odium of the Tonquin disasters was 
thrown by the orators upon Jules Ferry, 
whose foreign policy fostered the invasion of 
Tonquin, and frequently during the speeches 
the auditors cried out “Down with Ferry.” 


The Orleans Princes’ Expulsion. 

PARIS, May 28.—The radical journals are 
not satisfied with the expulsion bill, because 
it leaves with the government the fixing of 
the date of operation. They demand a bill 
making the instant expulsion of all the French 
princes mandatory.

As to Mr. Sawyer’s unsoundnessof mind 
there can be fdittle doubt. He virtually ac- 
knowledged to your correspondent, as was 
present yesterday, that he had no control 
at times over his mental faculties. He has 
suffered severely in consequence of a genera! 
breaking down of his vital powers. He is now 
troubled with softening of the brain, and his 
powers of utterance have been seriously im- 
paired by repeated strokes of paralysis. He 
has a mania for lawsuits, and argues his cases 
sleeping or waking, even on the streets, before 
imaginary juries. The names of the jury who 
tried him yesterday—the second jury that has 
tried the case this week— were published today. 
Some criticism has attached to this last jury, 
of which M, M. Folsom was foreman. Your

DEATH LURKS IN A KISS. 


STRANGE POISONING OF A LITTLE 
BOY. 
I 
A Most Remarkable Case Which is Puzzling the Med 
ical 'Profeesion— How an Old Gentleman Suffer- 
ing with Pyemia Communicates the Dis- 
ease to His Grandson by Kissing. 


New YorK, May 28.—The death of little 
Georgie Cutter, the two y old child of Dr. 
George Cutter, of Bedford aY®nue and Taylor 
street, Brooklyn, at the residence of his grand- 
father, Mr. John D. Prince, in Fiatbush, has 
given rise to much speculation on the part of 
eminent physicians, and the real canse of 
death will no doubt bethe theme of medical 
debate for years tocome. The strange symp- 
toms and suddenness of death make the case a 
remarkable one. Grandfather Cutter who ap- 
pears to have been the primary, though of 
course innocent cause of the little one’s taking 
of, is well known in New York phi- 
lanthropic circles and has bad much to do with 
the betterment of the condition of state prison 
inmates. About six waeksago Dr. Cutter’s 
mother died of diphtheria, and_shortly after- 
wards her husband, who had been ailing with 
throat and ear troubles, the supposed result of 
blood poisoning, visited his son, the doctor, 
at his Bedford avenue residence, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining his advice. Mr. Cutter was 
more dead than alive when he reached his 
son’s house, and had to be aided upstairs. Dr. 
Cutter, Dr. Latham, and several other spec- 
ialists who had been called in, saw that there 
was no hope for the old gentleman and deter- 
mined that he was a victim of blood poisoning. 
He died shortly afterwards, 

When he entered the house his two little 
grandchildren, Essie, aged four years, and 
Georgie, aged one year and eleyen months. 
ran to meet him, and he took the former iuto 
his arms and kigsed her. It is not known 
whether or not he kissed Georgie, butit is 
thought that he did not. Onthe day follow- 
ing Essie was taken with the diphtheria, and 
from that time up to the present hus lingered 
between lifeand death. Fearful of results 
should the disease be communicated to Geor- 
gie, the parents obtained the services of a 
trained nurse and sent thelittle ometo its 
mother’s parents in Flatbush. This wagon Sun- 
day two weeksago. The little fellow was 
as lively as a cricket from that time up to 
Tuesday.of last week. A small sore began to 
work its way through the skin on the right 
side of the neck. At first it was scarcely 
visible, but it grew rapidly and caused the 
little fellow much uneasiness. Asmal! plaster 
was placed over -it in order to prevent his 
scratching it. It finally became so painful 
that he tore the plaster away and made a 
slight incision in it with his nails. Ashe 
grew viribly worse minute by minute Dr. 
Homer L. Bartlett, who is @ near neighbor of 
Mr. Prince, was summuned, and at once diag- 
nosed the case and announced that the little 
one had diphtheria of the most malig- 
nant form, On Wednesday the 
child grew steadily worse. Dr. In- 
grabam, a prominent specialist, was cailed in 
consultation. Dr. Cutter was also summoned, 
and the three remained at the bedside of the 
little sufferer until Thursday morning, when 
Georgie died. The little one was buried in 
Greenwood on Friday. 

The general impression prevails that little 
Essie was impreguated with the poison through 
kissing her grandpa, and that she afierwards, 
even before she had shown symptoms of such 
imyregnation, had communicated the disease 
to her little brother through kissing. him, as 
the two were constant playfellows: and were 
seldom out of each other’s company. 

Dr. Bartlett could not be seen yesterday, buat 
the reporter saw and had a conversation with 
Mr. John D. Prince, who said : 

“] think that the case is one of the most re- 
markable on record. Up to the Tuesday night 
when the symptoms began to show themselves 
we had no thought of danger, and little Geor- 
gie had merely been removed to my house*to 
avoid any possible though not anticipated 
trouble. The first intimation we had of ang- 
thing wrong was the appearance of the little 
sore, scarcely larger than a pimple at first, 
but which spread rapidly. Dr. Bartlett was 
immediately called in, and other eminent phy- 
syciaps, among them Dr. Ingraham, did all 
in their power to save him, but without avail. 
Dr. Bartlett said tbat the poor little fellow’s 
system was thoroughly permeated with 
ihe poison, and that it wasone of the worst 
and strangest cases that heever saw. Georgie’s 
grandfather, Cutter, was not especially 
suffering from throat trouble, but with 
tronble of the ears, although his throat was 
badly inflamed with bronchial affection. It 
was for the ear trouble that he had visited his 
son, who is a specialist in eye and ear diseases. 
It is presumed that when he kissed little Essie 
he communicated the disease to her, and that 
she, in turn, communicated it to her little 
brother.” 

Little Essie Cutter, although not considered 
out of danger, was yesterday as well as could 
be expected, and eminent physicians were 
closely watching the ever-changing symptoms 
of her strange case. 

Dr. Bartlett will communicate the fall par- 
ticulars of the case to the medical fraternity 
at large in a future communication to the 
Regents.

HE PRISONER’S STATEMENT TO 
THE JURY. 


Bow ad Where Me Became Acquainted with Prelle 
—Whby the Chloroform Was Administered to 
Hits Companion- The Defendant's Flight 
from St, Louse and dis Oapture. 
—————— 

‘$7. Lovts, May 28.—-Following is the state- 
nent » ade by Maxwell, in the trial for the 
snurder of Preller: 

‘My full name is Hugh M. Brooks; I am 2 
wéare ol]; was born in Hyde, Chester, England: 

commenced to study law with Mr. Brown at 
Stockport, near Hyde,in 1878, and remained 
there four years; lama lawyer by profession; 
I also studied medicine and surgery at the 
Colleagiate school at Manchester, but am not a 
Jicensed physician. 

I first met C. Arthur Preller atthe North- 
wéstern hotel at Liverpool, but did not get 
anequainted with him until I met him on the 
steainer Cephalonia; also met Mr. Warren on 
the steamer; Mr. Preller and I were both Eng- 
Jishmen, coming to « &trauge country, and our 
acquaintance ripened into a warm friendship. 
We taiked much about our plans and purposes 
for the future, and our acquaintance and 
friendsnip econtinuea after our arrival in 
this country. We reached Boston February ?, 
and after three or four days Preller started 
ona business trip. I had conversations and 
correspondence with Preller about going to 
New Zealand; we agreed to meetin St. Louis 
and go there together; told him about my 
financial condition, telling himin a letter 
that I bad $100 al] told. I treated Prelier 
several times medically in Boston, and by let- 
terand he acknowledged having received de- 
cided benefit fromthe treatment: he knew 
that | iad never practiced medicine regularly: 
I never used any deception with himin this 
regard.” 

The witness then described various events 
mbout Preller leaving Boston for Canada; 
about hisown and Preller’s arrival*in St. 
Louis and stopping at the Southern hotel! ;that 
the had $50 to $60 when he arrived there; how 
he tried to pawn some of his things before 
Prel'¢r came; his visits to Fernow’s drug store 
and his conversations with Fernow; his pur- 
chasing various articles of him, among them 
chlorotorm and earbolic acid, which, in com- 
binatic:: he used bimself in treating a bad 
tooth that troubled him; that Preller arrived 
on the Friday prior to Easter Sunday; how 
they went together to sell his magic lantern 
and slides, and various other occurrences 
which took place between Friday and Sunday, 
allot which are familiar to nearly every- 


body. 
“We, Mr. Prellerand I, made two trips be- 
tween the Sonthern hotel and the Union 


depot, where we attempted to discover the 
cause of the detention of my trunk, which 
contained the magic lantern,and were told 
by the baggage man there that it was proba- 
bly detained in Port Huron, @anada, by the 
customs officers, We visited Aloe, the opti- 
cian, in the endeavor to ascertain if he would 
purchase the lantern and slides when they 
should arrive. Il rom the time that Mr. Prel- 
Jer arrived in St. Louis down to Easter Sun- 
day, we saw a greatdeal of each other; we 
were, mw 6 hf former witness has 
stated,almost inseparable. I visited his 
xyoom several times, but when we were 
not looking around the city or playing pool 
we spent mostof ourtime inmy room. We 
played pool a greatdeal and whoever Jost the 
game paid forit. We played about even, so 
the expense was about equaily divided. We 
drank some, but not much. He paid for most 
of the drinks. Mr. Preller was accustomed to 
call at my room early in the morning and we 
would go down to breakfast together and re- 
turn to my room, converse and smoke for 
awhile and then go down to the rotunda. Oa 
Easter Sunday, before I went to the drugstore, 
he and [ hada conversation about the per- 
formance of the operation heretofore alluded 


to, and alsoa day or two before that. On 
Sunday Mr. Preller described to me 
his symptoms and I _ concluded ’_ that 


he was suffering from a stricture and that the 
best method of treating him was by passing a 
catheter, I took my authority on medicine 
and read to Mr. Preller the directions as tothe 
proper methods of administering chloroform 
and refreshed my own mind as to the precau- 
tions to be used. There are marginal notes on 
the pages treating of the simplest and safest 
method of using the drug, but I made these 
some twelve months before I left England. 
After this conversation with Mr. Preller I 
went to the drug store and purchased four 
ounces of chloroform and a quantity of absor- 
bent cotton. On this same day Preller and I 
had gone to another drug store, one under 
the Southern hotel, and made some purchases, 
which he said we must have and could 
robably not-get on our journey to Auckland 
fore we should arrive at San Francisco. It 
had been understood between us all the time 
that I was to sell my magic lantern and some 
other things in order to raise money for the 
trip to San Francisco, and that he was to pay 
for my passage to Auckland with the under- 
Standing that I should refund to him the cost 
of that passage. While in the drug store I 
ordered and drank a mixture of bromide pota- 
sium and valerianate of ammonia, to quiet my 
nerves. I drank thisin the presence of Mr. 
Prélier and he paid for it as he did forthe 
other things purchased there. We then 
returned to the hotel, and on our way 


up to my room stopped at the cigar 
stand and purchased ai box of cigars 
for which my companion also paid. We then 


went up stairs,and after smoking for a while 
and discussing the proposed operation, Mr. 
Preller went to his own room. returning 
short!y after haying removed his waistcoat 
and replaced his coat with a dressing gown. 
Immediately thereafter we began to make 
preparations for the operation. Mr. Preller 
removed his trowsers and drawers, and lay 
down upon the bed. I placed a four ounce 
bottle of chloroform on the washstand, and 
poured out a fluid gramme of the liquid. on a 

iece of lint which I folded three times. 

then walked to the bed and held the lint 
about six inches from my patient’s face so 
that te vapor from the chloroform might be- 
come mixed with the air and produce not a 
too vivient effect. Itall evaporated in a few 
minutes and I turned around to get more and 
found that the bottle which I had placed on 
the wash stand had fallen into the basin and a 
large portion of the contents had flowed out, 
and not enough was left to produce an anmes- 
thetic. I then went to Fernow’s drug store 
to get more, telling Mr. Fernow that “I had 
spilled what I had first bought from him. I 
wanted four ounces, but the druggist only 
had two, and I took that.” 

“Were you excited in your manner?” asked 
Mr. Fauntleroy of the defense. 

“Not at all.” 

“Did you feel any excitement?” 

“No, none whatever; but I was certainly in 
a hurry to get away, and told Mr. Fernow so. 
I think I remarked to him, too, that it was 
unnecessary to place a label on the bottle, for 
i intended to place the contents in the empty 
bottle in my room, I then returned to the 
yoom where I had left Mr. Preller in an un- 
dressed condition lying upon my bed. I 
placed about a gramme of the {fluid on the lint 
a second time,;and again held it about six 
inches from his-face; continued this some time 
nutil I thought unconsciousness, or rather in- 
Bensibility to pain had been reached, I then 
took up the catheter and proceeded to insert 
ms. “SEF. Preller made a peculiar noise, winc- 
ing as he felt the pain. I came to the con- 
clusion that I had not administered asufticient 
amount.of chloroform.” 

The witness here described the formation of 
the genital organs and their sensitiveness, and 
explained that in performing any operation 
upon them it was necessary that the patient 
should be rendered wholly unconscious of the 
resulting pain. 

“Tt was evident to me that Mr. Preller was 
still unconscious of pain, andI poured out a 
gramme ora gramme anda half more of the 
chloroform upon the lint, which [ again placed 
before his face. Almost before I knew it, Mr. 
Preller’s breathing became very labored, and 
Lat onco sispended the administration of 
chicroform, for I knew that his condibion was 
Rerious. I] ‘seized a pair of my surgeon scis- 
80rs and at once cut his shirt and undershirt 
from his body and tried all means of resusci- 
tation with which I was faniliar. I slapped 
him with wet towels on the chest 
dashed

I continued those éfferts to 


stopped }was no breath on a 
minor when I Field it to his lips. Even after 
I was satisfied he was dead I continued my 
efforts with bim. I did not leave and call as- 
sistance, All my éfforts were to restore him, 
because when chloroform takes hold of a maa 
and he sinks, in a few seconds the man is dead. 
The time, I thought, had better “be occupied 
to 


in efforts restore him. I was con- 
vinced he was dead, but I 
eontinued - dash cold water on his 
chest; I finally decided he was dead and past 


all hope; then I hardly knew what todo; my 
first impulse was to notify the authorities; im- 
agine my feelings; I did not know what to do; 
I was in a strauge land, a stranger; I did m>t 
know aman could make a statement in his 
own bebalf; I thought the same rule obtained 
here as in England, and that I would not be 
allowed to make my statement, and I thought 
I would get away; I had that large trunk, the 
only one I had up to that time; I emptied it 
out; it would be impossible, gentlemen, to de- 
scribe to you my feelings. my horror, when I 
knew my friend was dead.” 

The prisoner paused and brushed away the 
tears from his eyes and proceeded: “I drew 
the empty trunk up to theside of the bed, and 
after drawing my drawers, tbe drat that ‘came 
to my hand, upon the r common de- 
cency’s sake, put Mr. prefer 1 init, There was 
some difficulty in forcing the body into the 
trunk, but I succeeded, and after covering it 
up went down tothe bar. I was in a dreadful 
state of mind, and tried to drown thought by 
drinking. I wandered about the streets of the 
city until about 9 orl0oa’clock. I visited some 
shooting gallery and came back to the hotel. 
I went upto the diningroom. I can’t very 
well give an account of what took place in the 
diningroom. I then went up to the room—my 
room—and stayed there all night. 

“I can’t be sure of anything that happened 
after the sad occurrence of Mr. Preller’s 
death. I stvedin my room. To say that I 
slept would be untrue. [ waited for the 
morning. I then thought the only thing to 
he done was to getaway. I took Mr. Preller’s 
pants and looked through them. I found a 
quantity of money in bills, I can’t say how 
much, There was probably $500 or $600. I 
took it and went to the ticket office and bought 
a ticket for,San Francisco. 

“On the same morning I made severai other 
purchases, a flute and a diamond ring at a 
pawn brokers, a pair of field glasses and spec- 
tacles at Aloe’s, the optician, two trunks and 
a valise. The trunks I ordered carried tomy 
rocm, and I placed in one of them the cloth- 
ing and loose things lying around the room, 
which had been removed from the trunk in 
which I had placed my friend’s dead body.” 

“What do you know about the piece of paper 
reading: ‘So perish all traitors to the great 
caure?’ ”’ 

“J wrote it. My idea was that the anthor- 
ities would find it, and that it would puzzle 
th: m until an autopsy should be held.” 


“Was it your idea to delay them while you 
wore vetting away: 
een? 


‘Did you do anything else with the same ob- 
ject in view?” 

“Yes, I shaved off the mustache.” 

“Can you ‘tell me how that cut came upon 
his breast?” 

“Yes. I did it with a scalpel, but can as- 
sign no reason for it. 

“You did this all on Monday morning?” « 

“Yes, on Monday morning.” 

“What else did you do?” 

‘In the course of the morning I went to the 
union depot with the canvas-covered trunk, 
which I checked to San Francisco. I remem- 
ber going to the dining room Monday morn- 
ing, but I don’t remember ordering the wine. 
I don’t remember asking about killing a man, 
nor exhibiting arevolver, What I did on the 
Sunday evening and Monday morning are so 
confused that I wouldn’t like to say when 
anything occurred.” 

“Had you, when vou administered that 
a any intention of killing Mr. Prel- 
er? 

“YT had not, sir.” 

The witness spoke loudly and emphatically. 

“Had you any intentlon of injuring him?” 

“T had not, sir.” 

“Of doiug him any bodily harm?” 

“T had not, sir.” 

The rest of the testimony was taken up 
with his trip toSan Francisoo—some of the 
events which occurred there, and his explana- 
tion of some of the big stories which he told 
about himself on his trip to that city.

Augustan Enthusiasm. 

Statesman Walsh, in his esteewed Augusta 
Chronicle, denies with some degree of bitter- 
ness the various statements in regard to the 
treatment which General Gordon received 
during the joint discussion in Augusta. At 
the same time there can hardly be a doubt 
that General Gordon was treated disrespect- 
fally by the Bacon men in Augusta. The 
friends of Mr. Bacon were in the majority 
and they were somewhat enthusiastic. There 
was yelling aud there was hissing, and the 
remarks of General Gordon himself, reported 
by THE CONSTITUTION who had no incentive 
to misrepresent anything or anybody, show 
that he was making a manly effort to make 
himself heard. 

The evidence on this point indeed is cumu- 
lative. The Bacon men had thingsina 
swing and they took advantage | 
of them going beyond the }+inits of discretion. 
A correspondent-S¥iiing from Augusta un- 
27th, calls attention to 
the fact that the protest of Mr. Black 
in the course of the meeting shows con- 
clusively that the crowd at the opera house 
was unduly boisterous, and he adds that 
there can be found in the city a great many 
Bacon men who charge that the treatment 
which General Gordon received was dis- 
graceful. Putting all the evidence and all 
the reports together, this has been our con- 
clusion. 

The correspondent who protests against the 
Chronicle’s article says that when (General 
Gordon entered the opera house with his 
triends he was hissed; that Colonel Joaes, 
when presenting him, was hissed, and that 
General Gordon, when he began his speech, 
was cried down by yells for Bacon. The 
same correspondent says that J. H. Alexan- 
der, J. H. Parker, General M. A. Stovall 
and many other Bacon men stated on the 
streets the next day that the ailuir was dis- 
graceful. 

Just how this may be we do not know; 
but we do know that the treatment of (en- 
eral Gordon in Augusta was not what he had 
a right to expect, even at the hands of Ba- 
con.

“A Maiden Lady From Maine.” 

Yesterday we had a word or two concern- 
ing a slanderous Atlanta letter, signed 
“Helper,” in the Boston Congregationalist.

Barrios has sneceeded in preserving, 
and it is soinvested that it brings her a very large 
income. She bas a magnificent residence on Fifth 
avenue. just above Sixty-seventh street. The ex 
terior is imposing, and they say that the house is 
superbly furnished, containing, in addition to the 
ordinary equipments of wealth and good taste, a 
great variety of artistic treasures imported from 
Guatcemala.. Mme. Barrios does not live amid 
these things in solitary grandeur.

THE BODY CONVENES IN REGULAR 
MONTHLY SESSION. 


Superintendent Slaton Submits au Interesting end 
& Carefully Prepared Report which Pleases the 
Board—A Communication from Professor 
Davidson, of Augusta, Ete, Etc. 


The board of education convened in regular 
monthly session yesterday, in the superin- 
tendent’s office.

The monthly report of Superintendent 
Slaton was interesting, giving in detail the 
status of the various schools of the city. It 
showed that only two and a half days have 
been lost by teachers from school work during 
the past month, and that the work in al! the 
schools is progressing in a most satisfactory 
manner. 7 

The superintendent reported that five thou- 
sand school children were in the procession to 
receive Mr. Davis on the first of May, and 
that the attendance of al], both white and col- 
ored, was Voluntary, 

The monthiy bills, amounting to $5,775.86, 
were passed up. 

Mr. Beatie reported the “completion of the 
fencing around the Ira and Calhoun street 
schools, and progress on the fence around Crew 
street school. canned 

Resolutions looking to an addition to Sum- 
mer H1)] school were introduced and referred. 

Mr. Lowry, of the special committee on a 
new school in the first ward, made a verbal re- 
port in regard thereto, when, on motion of Mr. 
Smiih, it was 

Resolved, That it is the earnest conviction of the 
board of education that a new grammer school 
should be erected in the first ward of this city 
without delay. ~ 

Resolved, That the mayor and city council be 
requested to furnish the necessary means for the 
constiuction of the building as soon as possible. 

Resolved, That the building committee be in- 
structed to Communicate at once with the mayor 
end city council, and urge the appropriation of 
funds for the purpose referred to. 

The following committees were announced: 

Committee on graduation: Messrs Hemphill, 
Smithand Blanchard. Committee on com- 
mencement: Messrs. Lowry, Blanchard and 
Smith. The president: was requested to ap- 
point committees on visitation from the coun- 
cil and the board of education. 

The committee on school property was fin- 
structed to report at the next meeting of the 
bosrd what additional school furniture will be 
needed. 

A communication from Hon. John 8. Da- 
vidson, of Augusta, was read calling attention 
to fines and ferfeitures accruing from convic- 
tions of cruelty to animals. The communica- 
tion was referied to the committee on finance 
and the secretary was instructed to inform 
Mr. Davidson that this board will co-operate 
heartily with the board in Augusta ia en- 
forcecing the law. 

On motion of Mr. Smith the rule in regard 
to the election of supernumeraries was chang- 
ed, so that the board will elect them hereaf- 
ter. 

The committee on the course of study was 
instructed to hold examinations of applicants 
for teachers places, at the high school build- 
ing, { o’clock a.m., June 12, for white appli- 
cants, and at 9 o’cloeck a.m., June 19, for col- 
ored applicants, and the secretary was in 
structed to give public notice thereof.

The Wild Cat club is on the rampage again, 

Thistime the club is afterthe police de- 
partment, and the members of the department 
are pretty badly scared up. 

The club issued another manifesto Thura- 
day night and pinned it to a telegraph pole in 
the heart of thecity. The manifesto was al- 
most an exact counterpart of the one publish- 
ed in TBE*CONSTITUTION a few days azo. It 
was a wicked looking paper, and attracted the 
attention of every one who passed near it. 
The crossed bones and skull were more ghost- 
ly looking than if they had been real, while 
the dirk looked as pointed as a needle 
and as sharp as a razor. The 
pistol was as large as a small cannon, and 
looked like it held a dozen lives in the barrel. 
The plecard was tacked to a telegraph pole, 
where a great many persons saw it. In fact, 
quite a crowd congregated around the pole at 
one time, and the crowd drew a patrolman. 
When the patrolman read the notice, he took 
it down and carried it to Chief Connelly, whe 
has laid it carefolly away, -Phe’ rd 
warns policemen and new : 
leave the Wild Oat club’ aldne, or “some of 
you will get shot some dark night when you 
are turning a corner by the Wild Cat club.” 

Thegplacard caused a great deal of amuse 
ment before it was removed from the tele- 
graph pole. 

Night before last some one removed several 
gates on Windsor and Cooper streets and 
failed to place one where it could bé found:

DR. ARMSTRONG’S LECTURE. 


The Firstof the Series Delivered Last Night 
at the Court House--The Attendance. 

A large and appreciative audience greeted 
the opening night ofthe Armstrong Lecture 
association. 

This association holds its meetings inthe 
basement hall of the courthouse, which was 
long used by the Washington street Presbyte- 
rian congregation while their new edifice was 
being constructed. The hall is well supylied 
with comfortable seats and thoroughly light- 
ed and well ventilated. 

The platform last night was occupied by 
Mr. W. H. Parks, president,and Mr. E. T. Jer- 
vy, secretary of the association, and the lect- 
vrer, Rey. Dr. Armstrong. 

Mr. Parkins, in introducing the lecturer, 
annoynced the purpose for which the associa- 
tion had been formed, and closed by intro- 
ducing the lecturer of the evening, Dr. Arm- 
strong, who was received with warm demon- 
strations by the andience. 

The doctor said on rising that he most sin- 
cerely appreciated the warm hearted support 
which he had always received at the 
hands of the ladies and gentlemen of At- 
lanta; that he recognized in the organization 
of this lecture association another manifesta- 
tion of this kind spirit; that it was intended 

as one of the means whereby he might be pro- 
vided with a living, and while he appreciated 
in the fullest measure this additional evidence 
of sympathy and kindness, he wouldgbe com- 
pelled to deeline it did he not feel that he 
could give a reasonable return for their money, 
but that this would render him none the less 
appreciative. 

The doctor then said that in accepting the 
invitation to lecture he would in nosense 
trespass upon the ecclesiastical limits which 
bad been put upon him, that he did not in- 
tend to preach but to enter upon that broader 
and freer platform presented to him in the 
Jecture field, but that while he would not be 
bound by doctrinal or sectarian lines, his line 
of thought and teaching would be religious in 
its highest sense. He announced his subject 
for the evening as “the Spirit of the Age,” and 
treated upon it for -an hour in a strain 
of eloquence and force not often 
presented to an Atlanta audience, His audi- 
ence gave him a careful and undivided atten- 
tion, and was evidently highly pleased with 
the result of the association. 

The next lecture of the series will occur at 
the same place on Friday evening of next 
week at eight o'clock.

Several weeks ago Will Cosby, Charles Baily 
and John Russell, negro boys less than fifteen 
years old, were confined in the Fulton coun- 
ty jail and while there they were 
into all kiud of misehief, Oae 
night while Lucius Florence, another negro, 
was asleep the boys wrapped a cloth saturated 
with kerosene oil around his feet and set it on 
fire. The cloth was tied on so securely that 
he could not pull it off, and his feet were badly 
burned. Yesterday the three boys were ar- 
raigned in court, and Cosby and Baily were 
fined fifty dellars each or six months in the 
chaingang. The case against Russell was dis- 
miesed, but he was held to answer for a graver 
offense in the superior court. Cosby and Baily 
are hard cases, and more than half their lives 
have been spent behind the prison bars, 

Several verdicts of not guilty were given in 
cases of minor importance. 

The June term begins June 7th. Civil busi- 
ness will be taken up.
